The German Watches a Sham 
Battie Between His Troops.

Buntix, Sept. 18. — The Emperor nas dis- 
— extraordinary energy and activity 
the last twenty-four hours. He land- 
ed in Wilhelmshaven at 8 o’ciock last night, 
and at 9 was at a grand supper of the 
Marine Officers’ Club. He departed 
for Berlin at 11 o'clock and ar- 
rived here at 6:30 o’clock this morning. 
He then disposed of various affairs ot state 
and visited his royal and princely guests in 
the castle. He breakfasted between 7 and 8 
and left at 8:30 o’clock by the special train to 
witness the maneuvres at Neuenhagen, where 
he arrived at noon. His headquarters are of 
the simplest description, and are in a private 
house in the old little town. He is, so to 
speak, billeted just like any officer. 

Arriving at Nevenhagen the imperial party 


was received by the assembled authorities 


and by a company of the Twenty-fourth Reg- 
iment, whose band played the Austrian an- 
them in honor of the presence of the Arch- 
duke Albrecht. The Emperor and his guests 
mounted without delay and rode direct to 
the maneuvering grounds, where the troops 
were just getting into motion. The Third 
Corps had to

was hurling his cavalry on the right flank of 
the attacking force.

Soon after- 
ward, however, they were both recaptured, 
in consequence of the success of the splendid 
infantry attack on the enemy’s cavalry.

Conant said there has not been a case of yel- 
low-fever contracted in New York since

Your committee also earnestlyjfrecommend the 

reparation of a bill placing the widows of 

nion soldiers, sailors, and marines on the pen- 
sion list without regard to the time of service or 
the cause of the soldier’s death. Your commit- 
tee further report that we do not withdraw our 
support ofthe bill now before Congress, which 
was pro and indorsed by the Pension Com- 
mittee, known as the Disability Pension bull. 

Other resolutions recognize. the Sons of 
Veterans as an organization and less impor- 
tant matters. Then thanks were extendea 
to the citizens of Columbus and to the state 
and department officials, who had 
opened to the veterans the hospitable homes 
of their beautiful city, allowed them to take

In 1865 Maj Warner re- 
moved to Kansas City, Mo., and engaged 
in the practice of his profession. He is married 
and the father of the three children, two boys 
and a girl. He organized the Grand Army of 
Missouri and was the first Department Gom- 
mander of the State. To this office Maj. Warner 
was subsequently re@lected. He was Mayor of 
Kansas City in 1871, and in 1884 was appointed by 
President Arthur as United States Attorney for 
the Western District of Missouri. He was 
elected to Congress in 1884 and reélected in 1886 
as a — a in a Democratic district.

THE SENATE ANTI-TRUST BILL. 

The Senate bill against trust combinations, 
as reported from the Finance Committee by 
Senator Sherman, is good as far as it goes, 
but it neglects to provide the most effective 
punishment possible for the combines that 
have taken shelter behind the tariff and are 
abusing and misusing the protective laws. 
The Sherman bill is based simply on the 
power of Congress to regulate commerce 
among the States. It declures that combi- 
nations in restraint of trade and production 
shall be held unlawful”; that “any person 
injured can recover the amount paid for any 
article advanced in price by trusts,” and 
that “the officers of trust combinations 
shali be. subject. to punishment py fine.“ 


|The remedy of suit against a trust 


for the amount of the enhanced price 
is not sufficient. j Millions of plunder 
may be taken from the community, while the 
amount exacted from any individual may not 
be sufficient to justify him in going to the 
great expense and trouble of a lawsuit to 
compel restitution. The remedy of fining 
the officers of the combines would have to be 
enforced by the tedious and uncertain meth- 
ods of criminal procedure, though this 
would do good if the courts and prosecutors 
would do their duty. But a more effective 
method for the breaking up of the trusts 
that are abusing the protective laws 1s with- 
in reach. 

Senator George's amendment to the Sher- 
man bill makes it the duty of the President, 
when satisfied that the price of any article 
of merchandise is raisea im consequence of 
agreements or combinations, to issue his 
prociamation suspending temporarily the 
collection of import duties on such articles. 
This would go right to the marrow 
of the evil, as to the trusts sheltered 
by the tariff. The idea is not origi- 
nal with Senator George, but is bor- 
rowed by him from Congresaman Mason of 
Chicago, who presented the same proposi- 
tion in the House several months ago. It is 
safe to say there would be no trusts formed 
to control the price of tariff-protected arti- 
cles if it was known that the President 
could at any time suspend the collection of 
duties on such imports. The risk would be 
too great. A trust might be caught at any 
time with a big stock of goods on hand, and 
the market demoralizea by unrestricted for- 
eign competition. Such a remedy in the 


hands of the President would prevent as 


well as punish trusts. The cure for the evil 
would be mpt and effective. The other 
methods provided in the bill cod be re- 
tained for the punishment of the trusts that 
deal in articles not importable and could not 
therefore be reached by suspending the col 
lectuon of duties. 

If Congress should do nothing elbe than pass 
the appropriation bills and get through a 
good anti-trust measure the results of the 
session would be valuable. New trade com- 
bines are being formed almost daily and 
trustism is enveloping the entire community 
in its boa-folds. If something is not done 
competition will be stamped out and a sort 
of commercial feudalism established. Trust 
combinations may seem moderate for a time, 
but avarice has no limite, and when blood- 
sucking once begins the appetite soon be- 
comes unappeasabie. Before they get too 
strong a hoid the law must be made to de- 
stroy the combines organized to prey on the 
public. Trustism is the overshadowing evil 
of the time, and Congress is charged with no 
duty more importantthan the breaking up 
of these conspiracies for the spoliation of the 
public.

Senator Sherman does not falter in his 
warfare on trust robbery. He has reported 
from the Committee on Finance a bill as a 
substitute for all the anti-trust schemes 
which had been referred to it. The first sec- 


tion is as follows:

The second section provides that any per- 
son who has been injured by any “trust” 
may sue and recover all that he paid for any 
goods which have been enhanced in price, 
and the third makes all persons entering 
into any trust, either on their own account 
or as agents for others, or as officers of any 
corporation, guilty of a high misdemeanor, 
the penalty being a fine of not more than 
$10,000 or imprisonment for not more than 
five years, or both. 

It will be seen that the first section covers 
not merely trusts which may arise from or 
may be strengthened by high tariff duties, 
like the Sugar Trust, but that it applies to 
all eombinations, even those dealing with 
articles where there is absolutely no foreign 
competition and no duty. No matter how 
* local” a trust may be, it comes within the 
purview of this bill if the articles which it 
manufactures, or in which it deals are 
“transported from one State or Ter- 
ritory to another.” So if the Cotton 
Seed Oil Trust ships its products from 
Mississippi to Chicago, the Onicago pur- 
chaser can bring suit to recover what he 
paid, and the United States District Attor- 
ney in the district where the offenders live 
can begin a prosecution. That clause of the 
Constitution empowering Congress to regu- 
late commerce among the several States has 
a far wider application and usefulness than 
the men who drafted it ever dreamed of. 
There are few trusts so local and so confined 
to one State as to be unreachabie by this bill. 
All the little combinations of manufacturers 
of wrapping-paper, plows, starch, wooden 
ware, preserves, etc., come under it, for the 
goods they make are never consumed entire- 
ly in the States Where the manufactories are. 

There is no likelihood of the passage of any 
bill dy the present Congress, but that will 
give all tha more time for thorough discus- 
sion. The subject is a grave one, involving 
many questions of political economy. The 
more knowingly Congress acts the more 
wisely it will legislate. In the meanwhile 
the matter 19 receiving the attention of the

THE Sr. PAUL ROAD PASSES ITS DIVIDEND. 

The course of the St. Paul directors, which 
is said to have been dictated by Mr. Phil Ar- 
mour, in refusing to deciare any dividend on 
common stock and cutting down that on pre- 
ferred from 7 to 5 per cent, not to be paid, 
however, till the interest charges have been 
met, appears to be eminently businesslike 
and wise. While St. Paul has been dividend- 
paying for years, it is long since it earned 
enough to justify the payment of dividends 
on common stock, The money with which 
they have been paid has been borrowed. 
Last year additional stock was issued and 
out of what was gotten from this source a 
dividend was paid. The final outcome of 
such a policy ought to be plain to any one. 
It is simply swellmg the fixed charges to 
make a momentary show of prosperity. It is 
much better to pay nothing till something 
has been earned. 

The statement of the road for the six 
months ending June 80 shows that the gross 
earnings were $10,554,089, while for the cor- 
responding months of 1887 they were 611, 193. 
471—a falling off of $639,382. The operating 
expenses in 1888 were $8,678,163 and in 1887 
$7,530,841, an increase of §1,147;822. Conse- 
quently, while the net earnings last year 
were $3,663,980, this year they are only 
$1,875,925. Since the interest charges, owing 
in part to the peculiar policy of other years, 
now foot up $3,963,000, it will be seen that 
there is a deficiency of two mullion dollars to 
be made good before anything can be paid on 
the preferred stock even. As for the $39,- 
000,000 of common stock on which dividends 
have been steadily paid since 1879, it is hard 
to say when its holders will get any return. 

The drop in-gross earnings is not specially 
noteworthy. It is no more than might be 
looked for in view of the railroad “ wars” 
which have bees raging in the Northwest. 
The striking feature is the increase in the 
operating expenses, which have gone up 
while the earnings have gone down. The 
same thing has happened to the other roads, 
however, and is due to the ruinous under- 
cutting they have been, wagitg. These 
figures show, apparently, that they were 
carrying freight at rates which were too 
low. They seem to have cut below that point 
where increased shipments, at a small mar- 
gin of profit, may be relied on to save a 
road from loss. The showing of the 
St. Paul _indicates that it carried 
a vastly increased amount of freight 
—so large an amount that it had to put 
on more trains, hire more train men, and em- 
ploy more clerks—and the result was that its 
operating expenses advanced over 10 per 
cent, while ite gross earnings fell off 6 per

He Would Run Again on an Anti-Bargain 
Ticket. 

Nuw Ton, Sept. 18.—[Special.|—Mayor 
Hewitt was on the rampage again today 
over politics and the Mayoralty in particular. 
He said: “I cannot understand why the 
newspapers persist in making it appear that 
lam desirous of securing a renomination. I 
do not [emphatically]. There is one issue 
upon which I would be induced to again 
enter the fleld for Mayor; that the nominee 
of Tammany Hali would have to pledge him- 
self to turn over the patronage of the office 
of Mayor to the adherents of Tammany Hall. 
Upon such an issue I would, even at my 
time of fe, make the necessary sacrifices 
and again run for Mayor of this city. Nome 
of the prominent members of Tammany Hall 
have said that it 1s only on condition that the 
man they nominate will give the patronage of 
the city to its members that they will give the 
nomination. Now if this issue were made I 
would enter the canvass upon another nomi- 
nation with as great zealaslentered the 
canvass against the Henry George move- 
ment.

To insist on a 
nominee thus pledging himself has no other 
effect than to lead to rings far more corrupt 
than the Tweed ring, ever was.
